Alabama And Arkansas Vote 
For Repeal Of 18th Amend­ 
ment On Tuesday. 


Seek A id of Coast Guard 
In Search of O'Connell 


Birmingham, Ala., July 19 (AP) — 
Alabama, in the heart of the tr a ­ 
ditionally dry south, today swung 
into the column for repeal of the 
18th am endm ent by a majority of 
nearly two to one on the face of in ­ 
complete returns from yesterday’s 
prohibition referendum. 
Late last night Charles E. Rice, 
chairman of the forces opposing re ­ 
peal in Alabama, conceded defeat nephew 
but pointed o u t that the state dry 
laws still are in effect and said the 
prohibition forces would oppose any 
movement to change them. 
Tabulations from 1,159 of th e 
state’s 2,137 ballot boxes gave for 
repeal 73,986 to 44,530 against it. 
The repealists had a margin of 44 
of tile 67 counties at that time.

ON TELLING THE TRUTH 
T 
HE genial and lovable M ark Twain once said: "T ruth is the most val­ 
uable thing we possess, therefore we should be economical of it—tell 
as little of it as possible!" 
I am impressed with the fact th a t many of us are daily following 
out M ark Tw ain’s suggestion—perhaps going just a little fu rth er for good 
measure. 
At any rate, tru th seems to be quite a subject for discussion 
and dissension, and has been since th e world began. 
At the trial of Jesus before Pilate, the latter suddenly asked this ques­ 
tion: "W hat is truth?" 
% 
Lowell spoke of T ruth as "forever on the scaffold, W rong forever on 
the throne”—which was putting it rath er direct and strong. 
At any rate, 
T ruth has always had a battle before it. And always will. 
But when it comes to the telling of truth, there are variations to the 
process, som e highly vicious and others are open to debate. 
There is 
really no extra room anywhere for th e confirmed liar—probably the most 
despicable of all humans. M ost of us. however, are forever mildly wan­ 
dering from the path of exactness of statem ent and m aking ourselves 
more or less objects of scrutiny on the part of our friends and listeners. 
In other words, we are given to exaggeration of statem ent— and often be­ 
come fond of exploring with our im agination! 
It is easy to be inexact, to twist or enlarge upon the facts in stories j 
we hear, or which we have read—often in themselves inexact. 
There are times, in my judgm ent, when it becomes genuinely honor­ 
able not to tell the truth. 
For instance, when it m eans the health or 
happiness of someone else, or perhaps the preserving of an honorable 
reputation. 
The liar abhorred by the world is the one who lies from th e depths of 
his heart—who has not tru th w ithin him. Standing before the world and 
extolling no false emotion, but speaking the plain tru th as felt and lived, 
is the m ark of a sportsm an and a gentlem an. 
To be truthful in thought and heart is to exalt love and cem ent every 
worthwhile impulse springing from the aspiration of hum an feeling. 


Special Season Is 
Good For Anglers 


Complete reports of wardens, now
